Hi everyone. 

Thank you all SO MUCH for your time this afternoon and for going out of your way to make this 
project happen on Monday for the seniors of Las Palmas. 

A few follow-up notes from our discussion: 

• We will be revising the scope of work to move the planter boxes from the concrete court area to 
the backyard. The existing shrubs in the backyard will be removed, along with the wooden poles 
bordering their soil area, and the new planter boxes will be placed next to the brick wall in their 
place. We will leave 4' between planter boxes so that they are accessible by wheelchair. A 
schematic of a sample planter box is attached. 

• We will proceed with the removal & replacement of the wood on the benches and the shade 
structures. We will cut the existing bolts that are sticking out of the pavement that are a tripping 
hazard and will grind down the metal. 

• A small dumpster will be delivered to the parking lot of the facility between 9-10am Monday 
morning and will be removed between 3-4pm Monday afternoon. 

• My volunteer leaders and I will be there Saturday from Sam onward to supervise delivery of 
supplies and ensure that we are ready for Monday morning. Supplies will be delivered by Home 
Depot between 9-12pm and we will place them out of sight behind the facility. 

• The project will run from 9am-3:30pm on Monday. Our volunteer leaders and I will be there early 
to set up.
